Policy on extra bulbs with retail 
cash order is generous and will depend on the size of the order. You will 
be satisfied.

Minimum Order $3.00. Cash with all orders cf $10.00 or less. if 
your order is over $10.00 I will accept 25% in cash and hold order for 
shipment in spring on receipt of the remainder. No C.O.D. orders please. 
Do not split a unit as quoted in price list, i.e., if item is listed at 2 for 
25e@ do not order one for 13c. Ten bulbs may be had at eight times the 
price of one, and five at the ten rate. In other words, if a bulb is listed 
at 2 for 25c you may order ten bulbs for $1.00 and five bulbs at 5Uc.

PARTHIENA is a deep lavender or mauve and is in color class be- 
tween 566 and 570, in fact it is the forerunner of a 568 class. It is 
especially fine for florist work and combines well with white, cream or 
yellow. It is lightly ruffled, average field height 50 inches, with flower- 
head 23 to 24 inches, florets up to seven inches, total buds 19-20, open 
florets 6-9, buds in color 5-8, days to bloom 9), disease resistant, highly 
recommended for standing up under heat, seldom crooks or flecks, re- 
covers marvelously after travel, excellent cormel production and good 
germination, many cormels producing spikes. The stock raised this 
year from cormels, in spite of lack of rain or irrigation, contains a large 
percentage of number one and two bulbs. All spikes exhibited by me 
this summer were field grown without irrigation and very little rain.
